CONFERENCE ON 
UNEMPLOYMENT 
WILLBE HELD 

Ottawa, Ont—It Is proposed to 
make the interprovincial conference 
on unemployment which may be held 
this year as representative as possi¬ 
ble, Premier King stated in the House 
of Commons. The government had 
placed an appropriation of $10,000 In 
the supplementary estimates to en¬ 
able the conference to be held. Repre¬ 
sentatives of labor, of the transporta¬ 
tion companies, and other large em¬ 
ployers would be invited. 

The Premier made his statement in 
reply to a question from A. A. Heaps 
(Labor, Winnipeg North), as to 
whether the proposed conference 
would be held. In preparing for the 
conference, Mr. King stated, the gov¬ 
ernment had taken into consideration 
the considerable seasonable unem¬ 
ployment which existed in Canada. 

It was thought the conference 
could devise arrangements for pro¬ 
viding continuous employment 
throughout the winter months for a 
larger number of men. 

The conference would consider all 
matters relating to employment and 
unemployment. This was the Pre¬ 
mier’s reply to a question from Mr. 
Heaps as to whether the matter of 
uniform legislation respecting the 
eight-hour day would be taken up. 

Winnipeg, Man.—Mayor Ralph H. 
Webb will represent Winnipeg at a 
special conference on unemployment 
at Vancouver on June 9, he announc¬ 
ed. Mayors from other Western cities 
will also be in attendance, he said. He 
had received advices from Saskatoon, 
Regina, Edmonton and Calgary, that 
mayors of these cities will participate 
in the conference.

The best Ger- 
automobile motors produce only 
about half a horse-power of propul¬ 
sive energy per pound. 

As the two conmponents explode, 
they ehit a steady stream of smoke¬ 
less, sootless fire about a yard long. 
The noise is deafening, and easily 
greater than that of the 2 motors 
of Dornier’s "DO-X” combined. The 
heat at the exhaust is such" that, 
when Valier during one demonstra¬ 
tion did not mix the two components 
correctly, the exhaust simply melted 
away. Cold produced by the liquid 
air is such that the conducting 
pipes accumulate a thick coat of 
frost. 

“Our experiments with the rocket 
car are only a step toward our 
real goal, a motor for aeroplanes in¬ 
tended to go up into the strato¬ 
sphere,” Dr. Heylandt observed.

Close Of War 
Fridtjof Nansen, when the war' 
closed, was already fifty-six years 
old. Arctic exploration is a young 
game; or should be.. Nansen’s 
chief assault upon the Bole, the voy¬ 
age of the “Fram,” was already a 
quarter of a century in the past. 
He had wone credit and fame as a 
scientist, educator, administrator of 
learned bodies. It could hardly have 
been supposed that his chief life work 
still lay before him. 

Nansen lived in a small country, 
a country neutral in. the war. He 
was a natural choice, an ideal one 
as it proved, to head the great work 
of repatriation of war prisoners and 
the relief of hunger in civilian pop¬ 
ulations. He threw himself into the 
work with all his splendid energy 
and mitigated to some extent the suf¬ 
ferings of millions of half-starving 
people. His work in Russia repre¬ 
senting forty-eight Red Cross so¬ 
cieties and twelve nations served as 
and precursor of Mr. Hoover’s 
great task of relief wihch Russians 
remember with so much gratitude. 

Nansen served Norway more par¬ 
ticularly, but still in the pathway 
of peace, as its representative with 
the League of Nations. In 1924 while 
so serving he was instrumental in 
smoothing the way of Germany into 
the League. In 1923 the Nobel Peace 
Prize was awarded to him with uni¬ 
versal approval. In 1925 a very un¬ 
usual honor was paid to him in a 
foreign land by his election as Rec¬ 
tor of St. Andrew’s University. His 
closing years found him still happily 
engaged in scientific pursuits and in 
the completion of his admirable body 
of literary work. His was the singu¬ 
larly useful career of a well equipped 
man whose talents and ideals exactly 
fitted the needs of the stirring times 
through which he lived.

The new hotel in course of con¬ 
struction for the Dominion Atlantic 
Railway at Keatville. N.S., wili be 
completed this'full and is expected 
tu open shortly before Christmas. 

It will replace the present Corn¬ 
wallis Hotel while retaining the 
name, will have 100 bedrooms, 
ballroom and assembly hall, main 
dining room, rotunda, billiard 
ioom, card room and usual offices, 
and will be a notable addition to 
the list of new and up-to-date 
hotels in the Maritimes. 

No widespread or general de¬ 
pression exists in Canada, though 
several factors, notably the failure 
to market our grain and the loss In 
buying power resulting therefrom, 
have contributed to a slowing-up 
of traffic, declared E. W. Beatty, 
chairman and president of the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway, addressing 
the shareholders of the company 
at the 49th annual meeting held 
early in May.

Mr. Beatty said, "We have all been 
hopeful that the first and perhaps 
most essential change both be¬ 
cause of its psychological as well 
as its commercial effect, namely, 
the free movement of grain out of 
the country, would be in evidence 
during this or next month." 

At the annual meeting of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
held early this month dividend of 
2% percent, on common .stock for 
quarter ending March 31 last, wan 
declared from railway revenues and 
special income, payable June 30 
next to shareholders of record May 
29. R. S. McLaughlin, of Oshava, 
president of General Motors of 
Canada, Limited, was elected to the 
hoard of directors. 

Canada’s new championship 18- 
hole golf course, the Royal York 
of Toronto, is scheduled to be 
opened officially May 19, when it 
is expected there will be a distin¬ 
guished gathering of golfing not¬ 
ables present together with E. W. 
Beatty, chairman and president of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, the 
organization responsible for the 
creation of the course. It has a 
length of 3.140; 3,370; 6,610 yards 
from the championship tees and a 
par of 35.-37-72. 

A bright Atlantic silver salmon, 
weighing 28 lbs., hooked on the 
Cain’s River, April 28 last, by David 
Hayes, vice-president of the Gen¬ 
eral Electric Company, Bridgeport, 
Conn., is regarded as the record 
spring run salmon ever taken by 
early anglers in New Brunswick. 
The party with Mr. Haye3 landed 
342 salmon, all of which, except 
some eaten, were returned to the 
water. “I never taw such good 
fishing,” he said. 

At the Calgary Bull sale held re¬ 
cently, the largest sale In North 
America at which bulls are sold 
singly, 631 bulls realized 8115,475, 
an average of 8217 each. Here- 
fords were the sensation of the 
sale, 218 head bringing 866,395, or 
an average of 8304.66 per bull.
